A Myriad  of  Art  Experiences  For  All 


Jeanette  Loflin  Lang  *61  is  the  driving  force  behind  the  Wesleyan  College  Center

F rom  the  moment  she  was  asked  to 
become  involved  in  the  creation  of  an  arts 
center  at  Wesleyan  College,  Jeanette 
Loflin  Lang  ’61  has  envisioned  a center 
that  offers  a “myriad  of  arts  experiences 
and  opportunities  for  people  of  many  ages 
and  talents  in  the  Middle  Georgia  area.’’ 
When  the  first  session  of  the  Wesleyan 
College  Center  For  The  Arts  begins  in  the 
fall,  she  will  have  realized  that  dream. 

“One  of  the  goals  of  the  center  is  to 
make  quality  instruction  available  to 
everyone,  not  just  for  the  exceptionally 
talented,”  said  Lang,  the  director  of  the 
Center  For  The  Arts.  “There  will  be 
master  classes  but  we  will  have  classes  for 
beginners  as  well.” 

Founder  and  former  director  of  the 
Galloway  School  Center  for  the  Arts  in 
Atlanta,  she  assumed  her  full-time 
responsibilities  at  Wesleyan  on  July  1, 
1988.  In  just  one  month’s  time,  she  has 
scheduled  over  twenty  courses  and  eight 
workshops  offering  instruction  in  drama, 
music,  creative  writing,  and  the  visual  arts 
for  male  and  female  students  from  age  10 
through  adults.  Some  of  the  courses 
offered  include  Voice  Class  and  Mixed 
Media  Art  for  Teens;  Instrumental  Music 
and  “Meet  Bill  Shakespeare”  for  children 
ages  10-12;  and  Pen  and  Ink  Drawing, 
Movement  and  Dance,  and  Vocal 
Technique  for  Adults. 

Lang  has  recruited  as  instructors 
members  of  the  faculties  of  Wesleyan 
College,  Mercer  University  and  Macon 
College,  as  well  as  artists  from  the 
community.  She  is  interested  not  only  in 
instructors  who  hold  degrees,  but  also  in 
people  with  particular  expertise  in  certain 
disciplines  who  may  not  hold  degrees. 

“Since  we’ll  be  offering  year  round 
instruction,  the  classes  and  instructors  may 
change  each  session,”  she  said.  “When  I 
find  out  that  people  are  interested  in  a 
certain  class,  I will  look  for  an  instructor 
to  teach  that  class.  There  is  much  already 


going  on  in  the  arts  in  Macon;  we  do  not 
want  to  duplicate  those  offerings  but  extend 
and  complement  the  existing  programs.” 
Course  length  varies  from  one-day 
workshops  to  12-week  sessions. 

Midsummer  Macon,  Inc.  has  contracted 
with  the  Wesleyan  College  Center  For  The 
Arts  to  coordinate  the  1989  summer  arts 
program.  MidSummer  Macon  is  a 3-week 
program  that  will  be  held  on  the  Wesleyan 
campus,  where  people  can  take  classes  and 
lessons  for  one,  two  or  three  weeks.  They 
may  participate  as  day  students  or  stay  in 


the  dormitory. 

“I  envision  bringing  individuals  or 
groups  to  Wesleyan  as  artists-in- 
residence,”  she  said.  “We’re  still  working 
out  all  the  details  but  we  hope  to  have 
public  events,  exhibits  of  work  and 
performances,  in  addition  to  lessons  and 
classes.  It  will  be  wonderful  having  high 
school  students  from  several  states  here  to 
study  Shakespeare  for  the  Stage.  We  hope 
that  families  will  attend  and  experience  a 
summer  vacation  in  the  arts.”

Wesleyan’s  staff  this  summer  as 
director  of  counseling  and 
placement  services.  Mr. 

Indenbaum  previously 
was  the  academic  and 
career  counselor  at  Santa 
Fe  Community  College  in 
Gainesville,  FL.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  West  Florida,  he  holds  the 
master’s  degree  and  the  specialist 
degree  in  education  and  has  completed 
the  course  work  needed  for  a doctorate 
degree  in  education  in  Student 
Personnel  Services  in  Higher  Education 
from  the  University  of  Florida. 

Mr.  Indenbaum  has  an  extensive 
background  in  counseling  and  teaching 
in  both  business  and  college  environ- 
ments. For  the  past  three  years,  he  was 
academic  and  career  counselor  at  Santa 
Fe  Community  College.  In  1987,  he 
was  named  coordinator  of  international 
programs  — technical  area.  Prior  to 
that,  he  was  program  coordinator  for 
the  University  of  Florida.  He  has  been 
an  instructor  of  English  for  foreign 
students  and  career  development  and 
employability  courses. 

In  addition  to  teaching  and  coun- 
seling, Mr.  Indenbaum  has  presented 
several  papers  on  career  development 
programs  and  Job  skills.  He  is  a

1 he  Wesleyan  community  is 
welcoming  several  new  faculty  members 
to  the  campus  this  fall,  while  two  part-time 
professors,  Catherine  Casey,  assistant 
professor  of  art,  and  W.C.  Wyatt,  assistant 
professor  of  physical  science,  have  become 
full-time  members  of  the  faculty.  Karen 
Acker,  Delmas  Crisp,  Patricia  H. 
Davidson,  Keith  L.  Peterson,  Edd 
Wheeler,  and  Charles  Windier  have  joined 
Wesleyan’s  faculty. 

Ms.  Karen  Acker,  assistant  professor 
of  art,  comes  to  Wesleyan  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin-Stout  in 
Menomonie,  WI,  where  she  was  art 
instructor.  Previously  she  was  an  instructor 
at  Ferris  State  College  in  Big  Rapids,  MI. 
Ms.  Acker  earned  the  B.A.  degree  at  the 
Case  Western  Reserve  University,  the 
M.B.A.  degree  at  Saginaw  Valley  State 
College  in  University  Center,  MI,  and  the 
M.F.  A.  at  Central  Michigan  University  in 
Mt.  Pleasant,  MI.  Her  work  has  been 
exhibited  throughout  the  Midwest 
including  shows  in  Wyoming,  Wisconsin, 
Illinois,  and  Arkansas.  At  Central 
Michigan  University,  Ms.  Acker  was  vice- 
president  and  co-founder  of  the  North  Arts 
Students  League.  She  also  has  had 
experience  managing  various  art  exhibits. 

Dr.  Delmas  S.  Crisp,  the  Fuller  E. 
Calloway  Professor  of  English,  earned  the 
Ph.D.,  M.A.,  and  B.A.  degrees  at  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  Prior 
to  coming  to  Wesleyan,  Dr.  Crisp  was  at 
Southeastern  Louisiana  University  where 
he  was  the  head  of  the  department  of 
English.  During  the  20  years  he  was  at 
SLU,  Dr.  Crisp  held  the  positions  of 
director  of  freshman  English  (1979  to 
1982);  assistant  professor  of  English  (1979 
to  1980  and  1974  to  1979);  and  associate 
professor  of  English  (1980  to  1988). 

Dr.  Crisp  is  currently  researching  the 
excessive  workloads  of  teachers  in  English 
and  the  excessive  use  of  part-time  English 
instructors  in  the  Louisiana  colleges  and 
universities.  He  also  is  conducting  an 
interdisciplinary  study  of  medieval 
characterization,  particularly  in  The 
Canterbury  Tales  and  Piers  Plowman, 
showing  social  stratification  of  the  peasant 
class. 


Working  closely  with  parish  school 
systems  in  Louisiana,  Dr.  Crisp  has  t 
conducted  eleven  workshops  in  literature  ^ 
and  composition  during  the  past  several  j 
years.  He  is  a member  of  Phi  Kappa  Phi 
and  Kappa  Delta  Pi  Honor  Societies.  { 

Ms.  Patricia  H.  Davidson  has  been 
appointed  assistant  dean  and  registrar  of  i 
Wesleyan  College.  Ms.  Davidson,  a native 
Maconite  and  graduate  of  Wesleyan, 
formerly  served  as  associate  professor  of  j 
biology  and  chairman  of  the  faculty  j 
council,  president  of  the  faculty  and  faculty 
representative  to  the  board  of  trustees.  j 
A member  of  the  honor  society  of  Phi  , 
Kappa  Phi  and  Beta  Beta  Beta  National  ( 
Biology  Honor  Society,  she  holds  the  A.B.  j 
degree  from  Wesleyan  and  the  M.S.  ^ 
degree  from  Georgia  College.  She  is 
actively  involved  in  the  Macon  Heritage 
Foundation  and  is  a past  president  of  the 
Junior  League  of  Macon,  Inc. 

The  new  assistant  professor  of  chemistry 
is  Dr.  Keith  L.  Peterson.  He  earned  the 
B.S.  degree  from  Arizona  State  University 
and  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  Michigan  State 
University.  Prior  to  joining  Wesleyan’s 
faculty,  he  was  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry  at  East  Texas  State  University 
and  adjunct  assistant  professor  of  physics 
at  Northeast  Texas  Community  College. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  experience.  Dr. 
Peterson  worked  as  an  assay  chemist  for 
Phelps  Dodge  Corporation  in  Morencia, 
AZ,  in  the  summers  of  1974  and  1975. 

Dr.  Peterson  has  conducted  research  on 
“Material  Characterization  of  Transition 
Metal  Silicides  for  Applications  in 
Semiconductor  Technology”  and 
“Double-Space  Formulation  of  Quantum 
Mechanics.”  He  has  authored  and  co- 
authored articles  for  various  scientific 
publications.  He  is  a member  of  Phi 
Lambda  Upsilon  Honorary  Chemistry 
Society. 

Dr.  Edd  D.  Wheeler  has  been  named 
the  D.  Abbott  Turner  Professor  of 
Economics  and  Business  Administration.

Emily  C.  Deaver  was  born  in  Macon, 
GA  in  1897.  Married  to  Judge  Bascom  S. 
Deaver,  the  first  federal  judge  of  the 
Middle  District  of  Georgia,  she  attended 
Wesleyan  College  and 
the  Georgia  Normal 
and  Industrial  College 
in  Milledgeville.  An 
avid  singer,  she  was 
the  choir  director  and 
a soloist  for  Vineville 
Methodist  Church. 

She  studied  music 
under  Herbert  Goode 
in  New  York  and  performed  at  the 
Wesleyan  Conservatory  with  Joseph 
Maertz.  A poet,  Emily  Deaver  was  a 
member  of  the  Macon  Quill  Club  and  the 
National  League  of  Pen  Women. 

“Mother  was  a gracious  southern  lady 
in  the  finest  sense  of  the  words,  ’’  said  Mr. 
Deaver.  “Unfailingly  optimistic,  she  was 
an  inspiration  to  those  around  her.  She 
loved  singing  and  besides  her  family, 
music  was  her  greatest  joy.” 

Emily  Deaver’s 
great-grandfather  was 
Philip  Guttenberger, 
who  came  to  America 
from  Germany  144 
years  ago  to  become 
the  director  of  music  at 
Wesleyan  College.  He 
stayed  at  Wesleyan  for 
30  years.  His  four 
daughters  were  students  at  Wesleyan  and 
their  descendants  have  been  represented  in 
each  succeeding  generation. 

Jeannette  Deaver  ’38  was  the  fifth 
generation  of  Philip  Guttenberger’ s family 
to  graduate  from  Wesleyan.  “Jeanette  was 
extraordinarily  bright  and  talented,’’  said 
Mr.  Deaver.  “She  loved  people,  music 
and  words.’’ 

Jeannette  began  her  career  with  the  Girl 
Scouts  of  America  as  an  executive  director 
of  the  Oakland  Area  Council  in  California 
and  as  a camp  director.  Later  she  became 
a psychiatric  social  worker  and  spent  many 
years  counseling  families  and  individuals 
in  Fort  Bragg,  CA. 

Multitalented,  Jeannette  sang  in  both 
formal  and  informal  groups.  Her  favorite 
styles  of  music  were  New  Orleans  Jazz, 


classical  and  folk.  Jeannette  shared  her 
music  with  all  of  the  people  to  whom  she 
ministered,  no  matter  what  their  age.  At 
the  Senior  Citizen  Center  and  Pilot  House, 
an  alcohol  rehabilitation  center,  she  lead 
a ‘rap  group’  once  a week. 

“My  wife  and  I feel  that  establishing  a 
music  scholarship  at  Wesleyan  is  very 
appropriate  for  my  mother  and  sister,  both 
had  strong  ties  to  Wesleyan  and  both  loved 
music,’’  said  Mr.  Deaver. ‘(K 

Students  and  Friends 
Honor  “Dr.  Gin”  with 
English  Scholarship 

The  former  students  and  friends  of 
George  Warren  Gignilliat,  the  late  Cobb 
Alumnae  Professor  of  English,  have 
established  a scholarship  in  his  honor.  It 
will  be  awarded  each  year  to  a student  who 
plans  to  pursue  a degree  in  English. 

Dr.  Gignilliat  was  born  in  Seneca,  SC. 
A Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of  Davidson 
College,  he  went  on  to  earn  the  Master  of 
Arts  degree  at  Harvard  in  1917.  He  earned 
the  Ph.D.  degree  at  Columbia  University 
in  1932. 

“Dr.  Gin,’’  as  his  students  called  him, 
arrived  at  Wesleyan  in  September  of  1930. 
He  taught  English  at  the  Rivoli  campus  for 
33  years  and  eventually  became  chairman 
of  the  English  department.  A teacher  who 
cared  about  his  students’  intellectual  as 
well  as  emotional  wellbeing.  Dr.  Gin  and 
his  wife,  Ann  Moore  Gignilliat,  opened 
their  home  to  the  Wesleyannes. 

“The  Gignilliat  home  and  hospitality 
were  the  source  of  warm  and  happy 
memories  for  generations  of  students,  like 
memories  of  Dr.  Gin’s  Ginburgers  and 
Mrs.  Gin’s  chocolate  cake  served  under 
the  giant  oaks  in  the  backyard,’’  reads  a 
resolution  written  by  the  faculty  in  1985. 
“The  imprint  of  Dr.  Gignilliat’s 
personality  is  upon  all  the  people  and 
organizations  that  his  life  touched.  All 
would  have  a lasting  impression  of  Dr. 
Gignilliat  as  a scholar,  a gentleman,  a loyal 
friend,  and  an  inspiring  and  demanding 
teacher.’’

Family  Remembered 
With  Scholarship 

A scholarship  honoring  Isaac  LeRoy 
Domingos,  Alice  Cobb  Burden  Domingos 
’08  and  their  daughter,  Alice  Burden 
Domingos  ’40,  has  been  established  by 
iheir  family  and  friends.  The  scholarship 
will  be  awarded  each  year  to  deserving 
students  at  Wesleyan. 

Alice  Cobb  Burden  Domingos,  grand- 
daughter of  the  sixth  president  of 
Wesleyan,  William  Capers  Bass,  married 
Isaac  LeRoy  Domingos  in  1915.  Besides 
Alice,  the  couple  had  three  other  children, 
two  of  whom  are  Wesleyan  alumnae,  Isaac 
LeRoy  Domingos,  Jr.  ’37,  a Conservatory 
graduate,  and  Ann  Maria  Domingos  ’39. 
Richard  B.  Domingos,  their  fourth  child, 
married  Mary  Nunn  Domingos,  who 
graduated  from  Wesleyan  in  1946.  Alice 
Cobb  Burden  Domin- 
gos served  as  Alumnae 
Trustee  from  1948  to 
1951.  In  1955,  she  was 
honored  by  the  Alum- 
nae Association  with 
an  Award  of  Distin- 
guished Service  to 
Wesleyan. 

Alice  Burden  Domingos  was  known  as 
Wesleyan’s  unofficial  historian.  After 
graduation,  Alice  spent  48  years  of  her  life 
on  Wesleyan’s  campus.  She  served  as 
registrar  for  the  Conservatory,  director  of 
financial  aid  and  as  assistant  director  of 
alumnae  affairs.
